They 
egen the fight with nearly the entire 
atrength of the army In the field, and there- 
fore tind it dificult to re-inforce. 

On the other hand, the pressing danger 
to the French country has called to arme 
every man for its defense. Large acces- 
sloua of troops have suppled the waste. 
The erisis has throw generalship and pa- 
triotism upon thelr best resources. Men 
will fight tor their soll ad homes when no 
other stimulus can bring them to arms. 
The contest has deepened jnd esperation, ss 
the French have been pushed back by their 
eurnest antagonists on their own land. 
Both sides are resolute and tenacious. 

Nothing la more uncertain than the la- 
sue of battles. The most trifling and cas- 
ual incidengs frequently decide great fights 
in a sudden aad utterly anforesgeen manner, 
and against the most selentifie combina- 
tions of strategy. Under all eircamstances 
there is, therefore, necessary uncertainty. 

General Grant thought the war would 
be a Jong one, and that all the powers of 
Europe would get into it. The use of Bel- 
Klum territory by the Prussians, which in 
event ot great reverses might become nec- 
essary, would draw England in. General 
Grant thought that Prussia should act on 
the defensive, and that if she assumed the
